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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In response to the arguments of the rejection of claim 1 , applicant has argued that Kanamori does not teach a 
centralized connector module including a dielectric body having interconnected terminal sets corresponding to componets connectable 
thereacross. Mainly stating that the terminal pins cannot correspond to the terminal sets as claimed, the examiner respectfully traverses 
this statement as the examiner must interpret the claims in the broadest reasonable interpretation taken by one skilled in the art because 
there is no special definition in the specification that describes exactly what the terminal sets as claimed are. The main argument being 
that the terminal pins do not provide termination for devices (this limitation is not included in independent claim 1, but is in newly 
amended claim 3 (which will be discussed below)) and that the terminal pins do not correspond to component connected thereacross. 
Each of the terminal pins will correspond to either a device or a part of the device to provide the continuity test as seen in figure 1 
(terminal pins (36) connect to individual wires in harness (22) to connect the devices for testing (24)) and described in col 4 line 1-18. 
Because no deficiencies are believed to exist as described above and in the final rejection of 11/5/05, claims 1-7 remain rejected. 

Because independent claim 1, is not in condition for allowance, the amendment to claim 3, will not be entered and considered 
because the amendment stating "said centralized connector module is configured to provide a common terminating point for said 
components during normal operation thereof employing said interconnected terminal sets" would require further consideration/search to 
determine allowability of this dependent claim. 
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
